T hese figures have I 
been expected and aw aited and their 
proportions discussed, but to date 
th e data has not been forthcom ing, 
despite the cen su s m an’s prom ise to 
rush the S an ta Ana figures, and de­ 
spite the fact th a t m ost o th er South­ 
ern C alifornia c itie s’ totals have t>een 
announced. 
The C ham ber of Commerce, which 
helped to m ake th e 1920 population 
count m ore n e arly com plete than it 
would have been otherw ise, has esti­ 
m ated from several sources that the 
c ity ’s population w ill be in the neigh­ 
borhood 
of 
17.000, possibly 17,500, 
w hich would be a gain of m ore than 
IOO per c en t In th e past ten years. 
The C ham ber is “standing pat” 
on 
these figures, feeling confident the 
S an ta Ana population will be official­ 
ly g reater th an 17.000.

LINCOLN, Neb., July 28.—The pot­ 
ash Industry of N ebraska may be rev­ 
olutionized as a result of the acci­ 
dental discovery through the sinking 
of a well for dom estic purposes some 
distance from one of the brine lakes, 
th at the w ater therein contained a 
larger percentage of potash than the 
lakes them selves. T his tends to sus­ 
tain the theory some of the producers 
have held that the im pregnated lake 
w ater conies through underground 
sources from some great bed of pot­ 
ash. 
W ork will he begun im m ediately to 
trace the flow of brine from a source 
outside the lake. T his will be done 
by experim ental wells costing but a 
sm all sum. If potash exists In beds 
instead of being confined to lakes 
w here ashes from ancient forest fires 
have been leached and carried by 
surface w ater flow, as h itherto held, 
it will mean a big thing for the indus­ 
try, the principal expense of which 
now is in the evaporation of the brine 
by the application of heat. 
T he resu ltan t solids contain 18 to 
28 per cent potash.

news 
which has Just been received in To­ 
kyo of the alleged cold-blooded m ur­ 
der by the Bolsheviks of practically 
the entire Japanese population of 
N ikolaesk, has stirred public sen ti­ 
m ent m ore strongly than has any 
other event to Siberia heretofore. 
Several m onths ago a large num ber 
of R ussians, together with som e C hi­ 
nese and Koreans, attacked the sm all 
Japanese garrison, which had been 
cut off from com m unication with the 
main forces, by both land and sea, by 
snow and ice. News reached Tokyo 
th at the soldiers had been w iped out 
to the last man, and that, while m any 
of the civilian Japanese had been 
killed also, still 130 rem ained as p ris­ 
oners in the hands of the Reds. 
R elief expeditions w ere sen t im ­ 
m ediately by land and sea to Nik 
olaesk, but owing to the ice, they 
did not reach their objective until 
a few days ago. They found th e tow n 
in ashes, the Reds having fired It be­ 
fore they retreated into the hills on 
the approach of the Japanese f o r c e s 
It. was also found that 
the 
en tire 
group of prisoners, men, women and 
children had been butchered, with 
the exception of ten women who w ere 
m arried to Russians. Evidence w as 
not w anting to Bhow th at the killing 
had been carried out with consider­ 
able w anton cruelty. It also appeared 
th at the m assacre took place on May 
25, ju st ag the Japanese were n earin g 
the town. The Japanese forces are 
now pursuing the Bolsheviks, but 
th ere Is little chance of th eir being 
able to catch up with them ow ing 
to th e rigor of the clim ate und the 
roughness of the country. 
A nother point 
about 
the 
affair 
which m ay lead to considerable tro u ­ 
ble is the report that a Chinese gun­ 
boat, which was anchored in the riv er 
by the town, assisted the Reds by fir­ 
ing on the Japanese with m achine 
guns. The Foreign Office states th at 
it is having a careful investigation 
m ade into this phase of the affair, 
which, will, of course, lead to diplo­ 
m atic difficulties with China if the 
reports are sufficiently substantiated. 
The m ost Interesting phn«e of the 
m atter at present is the effect which 
it is having on the Japanese people, 
as show n by the press. The Siberian 
cam paign has ever been decidedly 
unpopular, the people a t large feei 
ing th a t great sum s of m oney and 
m any lives were being w asted for no 
purpose, except possibly to m ake po 
stole exploitation of sib eria by Jap­ 
anese capitalists. As a m atter of fact, 
the criticism of the cam paign and the 
general dem and which has been m ade 
in the past for w ithdraw al of the 
troops has been a striking illu stra ­ 
tion of the extent to which the m ili­ 
tarists, once so powerful, have lost 
th eir hold on the population. 
T he news of the N ikolaesk m assa 
ere has to a great extent changed 
th at, though It is significant th at even 
the new spapers which dem and ven­ 
geance often add strong criticism of 
the W ar D epartm ent, 
which, 
they 
claim , should eith er have stationed 
at N ikolaesk a force sufficient to pro­ 
te c t the place, in view of th e fact. 
th at It is isolated from the rest of 
the world during winter, or should 
have moved out the Japanese Inhabi­ 
tan ts therefrom before w inter set in. 
Some papers even contiuuc to call 


for w ithdraw als, as, for instance, the 
JiJL a g reat Tokyo daily, which fig­ 
ures th at Ja p a n has already spent 
about $350,000,000 on her Siberian 
venture, it arg u es th a t the Japanese 
m ilitary them selves brought on the 
m assacre by provoking the Russians 
by keeping troops in their country. 
“It is m ost u rg en tly necessary th at 
the G overnm ent should effect an ex- 
tensive w ithdraw al and thus m itigate 
the resentm ent of the Russians and 
disarm the suspicions of the Pow­ 
ers,” argues th e Jiji. 
The opposite view is. however, tak ­ 
en by many papers. “If the Govern­ 
ment shaws any inclination to patch 
up 
the 
m atter, 
without taking 
thoroughgoing punitive 
measures,” 


says tho Kokum in, "the people should 
vigorously p ro test ag ain st its cow ard­ 
ly attitude. They should arran g e a 
national m ass m eeting, n ot tx) men­ 
tion im peachm ent in th e D iet, to uni­ 
fy public opinion in favor of taking 
proper punitive m easures. T h is is un­ 
avoidable.” “W e feel th a t we cannot 
readily shift or w ithdraw our forces 
as long as th ere are such m en am ong 
the R ussians as those who com m it­ 
ted the inhum anities a t N ikolaesk,” 
says the "framato.

Poultry raisers will

breeds, for instance the Plym outh

All such hens not

for hatching purposes should be 
“ broken up."

T hrough this the 
air can circulate freely and thus 
aid in reducing the broody fever.
